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Reagan  speaks  out 
against  terrorism 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President 
Reagan  on  Monday  branded  Iran,  Libya, 
North  Korea,  Cuba  and  Nicaragua  as 
partners  in  a  terrorist  network  “now  en¬ 
gaged  in  acts  of  war”  against  the  United 
States,  and  declared  that  America  “has 
the  right  to  defend  itself.” 

“The  American  people  are  not  —  I  re¬ 
peat  not  — going  to  tolerate  intimidation, 
terror  and  outright  acts  of  war  against  this 
nation  and  its  people,”  Reagan  said. 

“And  we  are  especially  not  going  to 
tolerate  these  attacks  from  outlaw  states 
run  by  the  strangest  collection  of  misfits, 
looney  tunes  and  squalid  criminals  since 
the  advent  of  the  Third  Reich,”  Reagan 
vowed. 

The  audience  of  several  thousand  dele¬ 
gates  to  the  convention  of  the  American 
Bar  Association  applauded  and  laughed  at 
his  description  of  the  leaders  of  the  “out¬ 
law  states.  ”  They  also  gave  the  president  a 
standing  ovation  when  he  said  Americans 
will  always  defend  their  country. 

Affirms  U.S.  will 

Reagan  pointedly  did.  not  threaten  any 
military  steps  or  retaliation  against  ter¬ 
rorists,  saying  his  purpose  was  to  “simply . 


state  the  facts  about  the  nature  of  interna¬ 
tional  terrorism  and  affirm  America’s  will 
to  resist  it.” 

He  said  terrorists  are  trying  “to  cause 
us  to  retreat,  retrench,  to  become  ‘For¬ 
tress  America.’  Yes,  their  real  goal  is  to  • 
expel  America  from  the  world. 

“That  is  the  real  reason  these  terrorist 
nations  are  arming,  training  and  support¬ 
ing  attacks  against  this  nation.  And  that  is 
why  we  can  be  clear  on  one  point:  these 
terrorist  states  are  now  engaged  in  acts  of 
war  against  the  government  and  people  of 
the  United  States. 

“And  under  international  law,”  Reagan 
added,  “any  state  which  is  the  victim  of 
acts  of  war  has  the  right  to  defend  itself.” 

No  retaliation  yet 

So  far,  there  have  been  no  retaliatory 
strikes  during  the  Reagan  administration 
for  the  many  terrorist  actions  directed 
against  Americans.  Robert  C.  MeFarlane, 
the  president’s  national  security  adviser, 
recently  suggested  there  would  be  strikes 
against  terrorist  training  camps  or  supply 
bases. 

Reagan  noted  the  hijacking  of  TWA 
flight  847  and  the  killing  of  four  American 


Marines  in  El  Salvador  but  did  not  pin¬ 
point  blame  on  any  group. 

Citing  Iran,  Libya,  North  Korea,  Cuba 
and  Nicaragua  as  sponsors  of  terrorism, 
Reagan  said,  “I  submit  to  you  that  the 
growth  in  terrorism  in  recent  years  re¬ 
sults  from  the  increasing  involvement  of 
these  states  in  terrorism  in  every  region  of 
the  world.  This  is  terrorism  that  is  part  of 
a  pattern  —  the  work  of  a  confederation  of 
terrorist  states.” 

Under  reporting  requirements  of  the 
Export  Administration  Act  of  1979,  the 
State  Department  identifies  Syria  and 
South  Yemen,  along  with  Iran,  Libya  and 
Cuba,  as  supporters  of  international  ter¬ 
rorism.  The  State  Department  list  does 
not  include  North  Korea  and  Nicaragua. 

Reagan  said  his  list  was  not  all- 
inclusive,  but  added,  “Those  which  I  have 
described  are  simply  the  ones  that  can  be 
most  directly  implicated.” 

The  president  charged  that  terrorists 
represent  “a  new,  international  version  of 
Murder,  Inc.”  and  said  their  sponsors  are 
united  by  “their  fanatical  hatred  of  the 
United  States,  our  people,  our  way  of  life, 
our  international  stature,”

Calgary,  Alberta  (AP)  — 
Jharles  Ng  was  declared  fit  to  stand 
rial  in  Canada  on  Monday  after  a 
.sychiatric  examination,  and  U.S. 
Efficials  said  they  would  begin  pro¬ 
feedings  to  extradite  him  to  Califor- 
da,  where  he  is  linked  to  the  discov- 
;ry  of  nine  bodies  at  a  remote  cabin. 

Before  his  arrest  Saturday,  Ng,  24, 
tad  been  the  subject  of  a  worldwide 
nanhunt  because  of  his  connection  to 
urvivalist  Leonard  Lake,  who  com- 
initted  suicide  in  police  custody  last 
month. 

Lake  lived  in  the  Calaveras  County 
labin  where  investigators  have  un- 
larthed  nine  bodies,  40  pounds  of 
nones,  videotapes  of  sexual  torture 
tnd  bloody  tools.  Police  say  Ng 
uppears  on  some  of  the  videotapes 
—including  one  in  which  he  threatens 
l  terrified  woman  with  a  knife  — 
Uthough  his  fingerprints  have  not 
seen  found  at  the  house. 

Ng,  a  former  U.S-  Marine, 
iippeared  briefly  in  a  packed  cour¬ 
troom  before  Judge  Hubert  G.  Oliver 
■p-anted  a  prosecution  request  for  a 
oreliminary  psychiatric  examination. 

Several  hours  later,  prosecutors 
laid  government  psychologists  had 
declared  him  able  to  stand  trial 

Ng  faces  Canadian  charges  of 
ittempted  murder,  robbery  of  less 
i;han  $200  and  illegal  use  of  firearms. 
He  was  arrested  at  a  Calgary  depart¬ 


ment  store  during  an  alleged  shoplift¬ 
ing  attempt  in  which  a  security  giiard 
was  shot  in  the  hand. 

Oliver  scheduled  a  July  15  hearing 
when  Ng  will  be  asked  to  choose 
among  a  judge-only  trial  in  Provincial 
court,  a  judge-only  trial  in  a  higher 
court  or  a  jury  trial  in  a  higher  court. 

N g’s  attorneys ,  who  have  promised 
to  fight  extradition,  said  they  would 
recommend  a  jury  trial. 

In  San  Francisco,  Claralyn  Balazs, 
Lake’s  ex-wife,  has  been  subpoenaed 
to  appear  Wednesday  before  a  grand 
jury,  said  Stan  Rozanski,  one  of  her 
attorneys.  Rozanski  said  Monday  the 
subpoena  asked  for  a  1985  personal 
calendar  and  some  letters  from  Lake. 

At  a  news  conference  with  Califor¬ 
nia  and  Canadian  authorities,  Cal¬ 
gary  police  Inspector  Ron  Tarrant 
said  Ng,  who  has  a  sister  in  Calgary, 
might  have  been  camping  in  a  city 
park  for  three  or  four  days  before  his 
arrest. 

Six  California  investigators  arrived 
Sunday  to  question  Ng. 

Calaveras  County  Sheriffs  Sgt. 
Ron  McFall  and  San  Francisco  police 
Inspector  Edward  Erdelatz  ques¬ 
tioned  him  for  about  five  hours 
Sunday. 

They  refused  to  give  any  details  of 
their  interview  with  Ng.  McFall  said: 
“We  found  it  beneficial.  I  can’t  say 
we’re  disappointed.” 


BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP)  —  Moslem  leaders  met 
on  Monday  in  Syria,  the  power  broker  in  this  war- 
ravaged  nation,  seeking  ways  to  halt  the  bloodshed 
in  the  capital  and  to  counter  U.S.  sanctions  imposed 
on  Lebanon  in  retaliation  for  the  TWA  hijacking. 

The  sounds  of  machine-gun  fire  and  exploding 
grenades  filled  the  air  in  west  Beirut  and  the  north¬ 
ern  port  of  Tripoli,  where  they  have  become  as 
common  as  traffic  noise  in  other  cities. 

Five-hour  meeting 

Political  and  religious  leaders  of  Lebanon’s 
Shiite,  Sunni  and  Druse  sects  met  with  Abdel- 
Halim  Khaddam,  the  Syrian  vice  president,  for  five 
hours  Monday  in  the  first  session  of  the  two-day 
conference  in  Damascus. 

They  were  expected  to  draw  up  a  security  plan 
intended  to  curb  feuding  between  Moslem  militias 
and  end  a  wave  of  lawlessness  in  west  Beirut  that 
has  grown  in  10  years  of  civil  war. 

As  the  meeting  began  in  Khaddam’s  office,  gun¬ 
men  of  Nabih  Bern’s  Shiite  militia  Amal,  and  the 


Druse  Progressive  Socialist  Party  led  by  Walid 
Jumblatt  fought  a  one-hour  battle  in  west  Beirut’s 
Mosseitbeh,  Lija  and  Ras  el-Nabaa  neighborhoods. 

A  joint  Amal-Druse  security  committee  called  a 
cease-fire,  but  the  fighters  continued  trading  snip¬ 
er  fire  and  grenades. 

The  battle  began  when  Amal  tried  to  put  up  a 
poster  of  one  of  their  slain  “martyrs”  in  Druse  terri¬ 
tory,  the  sort  of  act  that  often  sets  off  firefights  in 
this  nation  of  many  factions  and  little  government. 

Fighting  heavy 

Heavy  fighting  was  reported  in  Tripoli,  50  miles 
north  of  Beirut,  between  the  Syrian-backed  Ara¬ 
bian  Knights  and  the  Islamic  Unification  militia. 

Police  said  two  people  were  killed  and  at  least  one 
wounded  in  10  hours  of  fighting  in  Tripoli’s  Baal 
Mohsen,  Bab  Tabbaneh  and  Mallouleh  districts. 

A  cease-fire  was  arranged  for  3:30  p.m.  by  offi¬ 
cials  of  the  rival  groups,  and  Lebanese  and  Syrian 
army  representatives. 

An  official  statement  in  Damascus  said  Syria’s 


Transport  Workers’  Union  decided  Monday  to 
“take  a  number  of  measures  to  confront  American 
threats  to  impose  a  siege  of  Beirut  airport,”  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  official  Syrian  Arab  News  Agency. 

The  statement  followed  a  meeting  in  Damascus 
between  union  president  Nasser  Mohrez  and  the 
leader  of  the  Lebanese  transport  workers,  Abdel- 
Amri  Najda. 

‘Extraordinary  session’ 

Mohrez  said  Syria  and  Lebanon  were  calling  an 
extraordinary  session  of  the  Pan- Arab  Federation 
of  Transport  Workers  to  “adopt  a  collective  Arab 
reaction  against  the  U.S.  measures.” 

The  Reagan  administration  has  denied  U.S. 
landing  rights  to  Lebanon’s  passenger  and  cargo¬ 
carrying  airlines  and  has  said  it  is  taking  political 
and  legal  steps  to  isolate  Beirut  International  Air¬ 
port,  which  it  called  a  haven  for  hijackers. 

TWA  Flight  847  was  hijacked  by  two  Shiite  Mos¬ 
lem  terrorists  June  14  and  39  Americans  were  held 
for  17  days  at  the  airport  and  in  west  Beirut.

Power  outage  paralyzes  state, 
but  Utah  Valley  rallies  through

When  Thomas  Edison  shocked  the 
world  with  the  invention  of  the  light 
bulb,  he  showed  how  important  elec¬ 
tricity  could  be  to  the  advancement 
of  civilization. 

By  harnessing  its  power,  man 
could  create  the  force  necessary  to 
power  an  engine,  heat  an  oven  or 
even  light  up  a  city. 

But  everything  has  weaknesses

and  electricity,  overused  or  used 
irresponsibly,  is  no  exception. 

In  Utah,  for  instance,  power  out¬ 
ages  have  paralyzed  the  state  twice 
in  the  last  four  years. 

In  January  of  1981,  a  midday 
blackout  forced  schools,  restaurants 
and  businesses  across  the  state  to 
close. 

Lasting  six  hours  in  some  areas, 
the  outage  was  blamed  on  a  fire  and 


explosion  at  the  state  prison’s  dump 
that  caused  overhead  transmission 
lines  to  arc.  The  arcing  triggered  a 
relay  malfunction  at  Utah  Power 
and  Light’s  Ben  Lomond  plant  in 
northern  Utah. 

Utah’s  second  statewide  outage 
occurred  Saturday  when  lightning 
struck  a  circuit  breaker  at  UP&L’s 
Terminal  Substation  in  west  Salt 
Lake  City. 

Stretching  from  Layton  to  St. 
George,  the  blackout  forced  Utahns 
to  cancel  traditional  Saturday  plans, 
opting  instead  for  quiet  family  get- 
togethers  on  the  front  porch  or 
socializing  with  friends.  In  Utah 
County,  reaction  to  the  blackout  was 
calm  and  organized.  “All  our  entities 
handled  the  situation  very  well,” 
said  Lt.  Gary  Clayton,  emergency 
management  coordinator  for  Utah 
County. 

At  Utah  Valley  Regional  Medical 
Center  in  Provo,  Don  Underwood, 
the  hospital’s  plant  engineer,  said 
the  power  outage  didn’t  affect  op¬ 
erations  there. 

“The  hospital  was  built  with  safe¬ 
guards,”  he  said.  “On  the  premises, 
we  have  three  auxiliary  generators 
which  kicked  into  operation  about 
sik  seconds  after  the  power  went 
off.” 

Provo  City’s  diesel-powered  au¬ 
xiliary  generators  supported  the

three  hospital  generators.  “Provo  is 
very  good  about  providing  us  pow¬ 
er,”  Underwood  said. 

According  to  Donald  Fry,  Provo 
City’s  power  plant  manager,  the 
hospital  was  provided  with  full  pow¬ 
er  about  45  minutes  after  the  black¬ 
out  began.  “The  hospital  was  our 
first  priority,”  he  said.  “Originally

Free  temple  lighting 
'matter  of  principle' 


A  Salt  Lake  City  document  collector  claims  to 
have  located  and  obtained  part  of  the  Book  of 
Abraham. 

Facsimile  No.  2  from  the  Book  of  Abraham  and 
other  documents  were  located  by  Mark  Hoffman  of 
Salt  Lake,  who  claims  to  have  purchased  the  docu¬ 
ments  from  a  collector  in  Texas.  The  terms  of  the 
purchase  include  not  revealing  the  name  of  the 
seller. 

The  document  believed  to  be  Facsimile  No.  2  is 
now  part  of  a  collection  of  several  other  documents 
relating  to  the  history  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  These  documents  in¬ 
clude  letters  from  church  founder,  Joseph  Smith, 


and  his  mother  Lucy  Mack  Smith.  Facsimile  No.  2 
is  a  document  that  once  belonged  to  William  McLel- 
lin,  an  early  leader  of  the  LDS  Church.  McLellin 
was  ordained  a  member  of  the  Council  of  Twelve, 
but  was  later  excommunicated  from  the  church. 

Historian  Brent  Metcalfe  said  it  was  once  be¬ 
lieved  that  the  church  had  possesion  of  the  docu¬ 
ments,  but  Hoffman  said  the  church  was  not  the 
seller  of  the  documents. 

“We  have  no  idea  about  it,”  said  Jerry  Cahill, 
church  spokesman,  referring  to  the  document. 
“Until  it  is  in  the  hands  of  the  church,  we  can’t  say 
anything  about  it.” 

Cahill  said  the  LDS  Church  is  not  anticipating 


looking  at  the  document  or  making  a  statement 
because  “it  isn’t  in  the  hands  of  the  church.” 

Members  of  the  LDS  Church  believe  the  facsi¬ 
mile  is  a  representation  of  pagan  priests  attempting 
to  sacrifice  the  prophet  Abraham.  Scholars  now  say 
the  document  is  merely  a  representation  of  ancient 
burial  rights. 

LDS  historian  Hugh  Nibley  said  confusion  exists 
as  to  the  meaning  of  the  early  Egyptian  characters, 
and  that  the  entire  field  of  translating  ancient  Near 
Eastern  languages  is  being  reassessed  by  experts. 

William  McLellin’s  diary,  as  well  as  a  blessing 
given  by  Joseph  Smith  to  his  son,  Joseph  Smith  III, 
is  also  included  in  the  collection.

A  mishap  at  Kiwanis  Park  on  the  Fourth  of  July 
was  “one  of  the  biggest  near-fatal  accidents  during 
a  fireworks  display  in  Provo’s  history,”  said  a  fire 
department  official. 

According  to  fire  inspector  Dennis  Moss,  the 
accident  came  close  to  killing  one  man  and  injured 
several  others,  but  none  of  the  injuries  was  serious. 
One  man  was  treated  by  paramedics,  and  a  7-year- 
old  girl  was  treated  and  released  from  the  Utah 
Valley  Regional  Medical  Center. 

Moss  said  the  problems  began  when  one  of  the 
mortar  shells  blew  up  on  the  ground,  rupturing  its 
tube  and  destroying  the  wooden  beams  supporting 
the  mortar  shells.  Fragments  of  wooden  beams 


were  thrown  as  far  as  50  yards. 

The  explosion  also  knocked  over  a  box  of  tubes. 
“Most  of  the  fuses  were  disabled,  but  at  least  four 
were  not,”  Moss  said.  “These  tubes  fired  toward 
the  west  into  the  spectators.” 

One  of  the  stray  rockets  hit  a  male  spectator 
sitting  in  the  parking  lot  of  Park  Plaza  Apartments, 
Moss  said.  It  then  went  up  and  crashed  through  the 
window  of  a  first  floor  apartment,  exploding  and 
causing  a  small  apartment  fire. 

The  rocket  set  curtains  and  bedspreads  on  fire, 
scorched  furniture  and  left  a  large  burn  mark  on  the 
apartment  ceiling.

The  child  who  was  injured,  Kimberly  Keller,  was 
struck  on  the  leg  and  received  second-  and  third- 
degree  burns,  he  said. 

The  fourth  rocket  exploded  in  telephones  lines  in 
the  park  and  showered  sparks  on  the  heads  of  spec¬ 
tators. 

Moss  said  the  official  report  shows  the  accident 
happening  at  10:13  p.m. 

Although  uncommon,  Moss  said  “there  is  always 
a  chance  for  accidents  when  you  are  using  this  much 
gun  powder  at  one  time.”

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Loss  of  Nikchevich 
disappoints  coaches

Despite  the  unexpected  decision  by 
guard  Chris  Nikchevich  not  to  return 
for  his  senior  year,  BYU’s  basketball 
coaches  say  little  will  change  as  far  as 
preparation  for  the  1985-86  season. 

According  to  Assistant  Coach  Carl 
Ingersoll,  the  point  guard  on  the 
BYU  team  is  a  role  player  whose 
effectiveness  is  judged  by  what  the 
team  does  while  that  player  is  in  the 
game. 

“We’re  going  to  miss  him;  we’re 
sorry,  but  we’ll  get  by  without  him,” 
said  Ingersoll.  He  added  that  losing 
Nikchevich  won’t  change  the  overall 
philosophy  of  the  team  next  season. 

Head  Coach  Ladell  Andersen  said 
he  was  disappointed  in  Nikchevich’s 
decision  to  leave. 

“These  decisions  are  usually  best 
for  the  player  and  the  team.  We’d  like 
him  to  stay,  but  if  he  feels  that  way 
then  the  best  to  him,”  said  Andersen. 

When  asked  about  the  decision  to 
change  schools  with  just  one  year  of 
eligibility  remaining,  Ingersoll  re¬ 
plied  that  it  is  unusual  and  that  he  felt 
it  was  not  a  wise  decision. 

“I  don’t  understand  the  motivation 
behind  it,”  Ingersoll  said. 

He  also  said  changing  schools 


would  require  Nikchevich  to  sit  out  of 
competition  for  one  year  before  play¬ 
ing  his  senior  season.  This  means  he 
could  not  play  for  a  school  in  the  West¬ 
ern  Athletic  Conference. 

Nikchevich  did  not  say  where  he 
planned  to  attend  school  in  his  letter 
to  BYU. 

The  loss  of  Nikchevich  has  depleted 
the  strength  of  the  Cougar  guard  line, 
which  previously  lost  two  guards  to 
graduation  and  two  others  to  mis¬ 
sions. 

Ingersoll  said  if  the  coaches  had 
known  Nikchevich  was  planning  to 
leave,  the  recruiters  would  have 
looked  to  sign  other  guards. 

Instead  of  what  was  to  hav.e  been 
an  experienced  backcourt  with  two 
returning  seniors,  the  Cougars  will 
now  have  just  one  senior  and  a  host  of 
underclassmen. 

Senior  Richie  Webb  will  be  the  only 
guard  returning  from  last  year’s 
team.  He  will  be  joined  by  Mark  Hes- 
lop,  an  incoming  freshman,  Bobby 
Capener,  who  is  returning  to  the 
team  after  serving  a  mission,  and 
sophomore  Anthony  Matthews. 
Matthews  will  be  switching  to  the 
backcourt  from  his  forward  position. 

“We’ll  have  some  walk-ons,  but  we 
can’t  rely  on  their  contribution,”  said 
Ingersoll. 


Marsh  wins  race  despite  loose  lace

NCAA  crackdown 
shouldn't  affect  BYU

It’s  “business  as  usual”  at  BYU, 
but  powerful  legislation  at  a  special 
NCAA  meeting  should  improve  the 
poor  image  of  athletics,  scarred  after 
years  of  drug  abuse  by  players  and 
shady  recruiting  ethics  by  various  in¬ 
stitutions. 

More  than  200  college  presidents 
joined  the  same  number  of  athletic 
directors  in  New  Orleans  June  20-21 
to  heal  the  integrity  and  enforcement 
of  rules  in  college  sports.  Clayne  Jen¬ 
sen,  dean  of  Physical  Education,  and 
Athletic  Director  Glen  Tuckett  repre¬ 
sented  BYU  at  the  meeting  because 
President  Jeffrey  Holland  was  out  of 
the  country. 

The  most  significant  measure  of  the 
new  legislation  was  the  creation  of  a 
“death  penalty.”  After  two  major 
violations,  a  college  or  university’s 
delinquent  athletic  program  will  be 
suspended  for  up  to  two  years. 

“Fortunately  for  BYU ,  we’re  really 
careful”  about  ethics  and  following 
•rules,  said  Assistant'Dean  Don  Shaw, 
speaking  for  Jensepf"  who  is  now  in 
Finland. 


Ed  Eyestone 
earns  academic 
All-America 

BYU  distance-runner 
Ed  Eyestone  recently 
received  another  post¬ 
season  award  for  his 
academic  achievements. 

Eyestone  was  named 
to  the  first  team  of  the 
Academic  All-American 
At-Large  team.  The 
honor  was  presented  by 
the  College  Sports  In¬ 
formation  Directors  of 
America  during  their 
annual  meeting. 


“The  basic  moral  tenet  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  church  is  to  remain 
completely  above  board,”  said  Shaw, 
who  handles  the  academic  aspects  of 
the  Physical  Education  Department. 

Tuckett  said  BYU  has  maintained 
integrity  because  “right’s  right,  not 
because  we’re  a  church  school, 
although  when  I  began  here  27  years 
ago  President  Wilkinson  insisted  on 
abiding  by  the  rules.” 

This  does  not  mean  a  “holier  than 
thou”  attitude  for  BYU,  said  Tuckett. 
“We’re  in  the  same  business  as  the 
other  guys.  We  would  feel  terrible  — 
destructive  to  me,  my  own  psyche  — 
if  we  violated  the  rules.” 

But  it  is  easy  to  break  rules  in 
ignorance.  There  are  two  thick  books 
full  of  rules.  The  NCAA  paperback 
has  260  small-print  pages  of  rules  fol¬ 
lowed  by  160  pages  of  interpretation 
and  case  studies.  The  other,  a  manual 
two  inches  thick,  is  full  of  rules  speci¬ 
fically  for  the  Western  Athletic  Con¬ 
ference. 

In  his  report  to  Holland,  Tuckett 
described  the  conference  as  “historic” 
and  “placid”  with  the  least  discussion 
and  proposed  legislation  that  he  has 
ever  seen.
